SOUTH AUSTRALIAN BUILDING STATISTICS, 1952. 


The Statistical Department collects information in respect to 
building operations from 2 sources, : 


A. LOCAL GOVERNWENT PERMITS (see Bulletin No. 2) 


Since 1911, particulars have been collected from Cities, Corporations 
and District Councils of permits granted by them for the erection of 
houses and other buildings and also alterations and additions. These per- 
mits include Housing Trust operations but not purely Government buildings. 
Particulars of Government buildings authorized are obtained from the 
Departments concerned. Certain particulars for the last 3 years are shown 
in Bulletin No. 2 attached and some also are summarised as follows:- 


METROPOLITAN ARBA — Number, Permits were granted during the year 1952 
(1951 in parentheses) for 6,538 (6,422) private dwellings. The greatest 
number recorded in earlier years was 3,543 in 1926. 

Included in the 6,538 (6,422) new dwellings were 30 (87) homes in 
5 (11) flats, 80 (878) homes in 4O (439) maisonettes &c, and 6,428 (5,456) 
ordinary dwellings, Other New Buildings totalled 378 (318). Alterations 
and additions 10,823 (9,785). 26 (34) old houses were cmverted inte 
68 (70) flats, resulting in an increase of 42 (36) homes — these are not 
counted as new buildings, but as alterations. There were 3 (-) Government 
dwellings authorised for the Metropolitan Area, 


VALUE, The estimated total value of permits and authorisations for 
all new buildings and alterations was £19,018,129 (6,372,731). Values 
of New Private Dwellings were £14,015,377 (£10,973,286). Other New 
Busidwage S8.527,039 (£1,017,713), Alterations, ete. £2,935,125 (£2,282,848) 
Government Buildings £1,182,588 (£1,968,88L). 


COUNTRY. Permits, etc. for dwellings in Country areas totalled 1,932 
(1,848) and the value of all building operations £5,655,518 (£4,726,773). 


B. RETURNS FROM BUILDERS (see Bulletin No. 3) 


In normal years, permits issued gave a reasonably accurate picture 
£ building operations but with the shortage of materials and manpower it 
was realised that some buildings were not commenced although permits had 
been granted for them. Further, there was a much longer time in completing 
the buildings, 


From lst July, 1945, returns have been obtained from building 
contractors and from home builders showing the number of buildings 
completed each quarter and the number still under construction, These are 
not allocated to districts, In conformity with the practice throughout 
Australia, the particulars are shown in Bulletin No, 3 for years ended 
30th June, (and also for the last 6 months). 


Although the details are published for financial years, it is of 
interest to compare completions of houses during calendar years:-— 19h6 
1,669; 1947 2,759; 1948 3,420; 1949 4,473; 1950 6,041; 1951 6,9b4; 
1952 Be oely, 


During the 7 years 1946 to 1952 permits were granted for h2,630 
houses, exclusive of 2,28).Emergency housts Por which permits are not : 
required. © Of these only 34,130 were completed but there were 6,892 still 
inder construction, It would thus appear that nearly 4,000 houses for 
which permits had been granted had not been commenced but, of course, some 
of the later ones will be commenced during 1953. Some of the permits 
relate to Week-end shacks which are not included in particulars of houses 
ictually built. 


The number of houses completed for 1952 is a record, being 8,82h 
sompared with 6,944 in 1951. The number still under construction ig 
>,892 compared with 7,020 in December, 1951.
